Candidate For 
School Board 


Professor Harold J. Ber¬ 
man of the Harvard Law 
School this week announced 
his candidacy for election to 
the Newton School Commit¬ 
tee from Ward 6. He is seek¬ 
ing the post from which for¬ 
mer School Board Chairman 
Haskell C. Freedman resign¬ 
ed in July. 

Berman lives with his wife 

and their four children at 64 
Homer street, Newton Cen¬ 
tre. 

Professor Berman receiv¬ 
ed his A.B. degree (sum- 
ma cum laude) from Dart¬ 
mouth College in 1938. He 
subsequently studied at 
London University and at 
the Yale Graduate School 
where he received an M.A. 
degree in history. 

During the war he served 
with the army in the Euro¬ 
pean theatre of operations 
and was awarded the Bronze 
Star Medal. 

He graduated with honors 
from the Yale Law School in 
1947, after which he taught 
for one year at the Stanford 
University Law School. Since 
1948 he has been teaching at 
the Harvard Law School. 

Professor Berman is a na¬ 
tionally known educator and 
has served on important uni¬ 
versity and inter-university 
educational committees. His

Mayor Gibbs pointed out 
that Newton, like other well- 
to-do communities, is a target 
for burglars who invariably 
pick wealthy areas and not 
poor ones when they plan to 
rob a home.

“That doesn't mean that 
we haven’t got a problem,” 
the Mayor added. 

Mayor Gibbs cited that the 
police department has been 
enlarged in recent years by 
the employment of policewom¬ 
en to perform traffic duty at 
school crossings and that it 
will be expanded further when 
meter maids are hired to 
patrol the city’s parking 
meters. 

While the policewomen 
and the meter maids don’t 
round up criminals, they do 
free police officers for that 
work,” he asserted. 

"But if it is shown that more 
police are needed. I will be 
the first to recommend that 
they be appointed,” he stress¬ 
ed. 

The Mayor emphasized that 
he is anxious as anyone to see 
that the people of Newton get 
good police protection.

Ted Has Politicos Buzzing 
Over Role in Governor Race 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy is to be the principal 
speaker at a big testimonial dinner to be tendered 
Senate President Maurice A. Donahue in the fall. 

Democratic politicos are pondering the significance 
of that piece of news since Donahue is an unannounced 
candidate for Governor and is expected to launch a 
formal drive for his party’s endorsement for the office 
before the end of the year. 

In fact, the testimonial dinner could trigger the 
real start of Donahue’s campaign, especially if Ted 
Kennedy and other prominent public figures join in 
paying high tribute to the Senate president; as they 
undoubtedly will. 

What politicians in both parties are really won¬ 
dering, of course, is whether Ted Kennedy will support 
Donahue for the endorsement of next June’s Demo¬ 
cratic State Convention.

New Newton 
Post Office 
A Possibility 

Word that as soon as prac¬ 
ticable more adequate space 
would be available for the 
Newton branch of the Boston 
Post Office has been received 
by Cong. Joseph W. Martin 
Jr. 

Following complaints 
from many of his constitu¬ 
ents that the present New¬ 
ton office is unsatisfactory 
in view of the new traffic 
patterns created by the toll 
road extension, the Con¬ 
gressman wrote to the Bos¬ 
ton regional office. 

Regional Director Donald 
P. Steele replied to his letter 
as follows: 

“The Post Office Depart¬ 
ment desires to obtain 
more adequate and suitable 
space, and the availability 
of other space or possible 
locations is being explored. 

“It is our desire to obtain 
permanent, more desirable 
quarters for the post office at 
Newton Branch as soon as 
practicable and the matter is 
receiving continuing atten¬ 
tion.” 


More Police 
Needed Here 
Says Carmen 

Alderman William Carmen 

declared yesterday that the 
Newton police department 
must be reinforced in order 
to enable it to give adequate 
protection to residents of the 
city, many of whom, he said, 
have been victimized by house- 
breaks and thefts in recent 
months. 

Carmen introduced a res¬ 
olution at last week’s meet¬ 
ing of the Board of Aider- 
men calling for a prompt 
investigation to reassess 
the manpower needs and 
assignments of the city’s 
police force. 

He said yesterday that 
Newton’s problem of ade¬ 
quate police protection might 
be aided by a bill recently 
approved by the national 
House but awaiting final ac¬ 
tion by the U. S. Senate. It 
is H.R. 8027, Law Enforce¬ 
ment Assistance Act of 1965.” 

Carmen reiterated his be¬ 
lief that the members of the 
Newton police force “are men 
of great courage and dilli- 
gence” but voiced the con¬ 
viction that the department 
is under-staffed and that its 
members could benefit from 
the provisions of the new 
Federal Act. 

He said the purpose of 
H.R. 8027, which is expect¬ 
ed to become law within a 
few weeks, is to authorize 
the Attorney General to as¬ 
sist state, local and private 
groups to i mprove and 
strengthen crime control 
programs and make avail¬ 
able information as to their 
effectiveness. 

Carmen declared that the 
proposed new law would bol¬ 
ster present training pro¬ 
grams for local law-enforce¬ 
ment personnel and would 
support the development of 
new training methods. 

“Fighting crime effective¬ 
ly under modern conditions 
requires professional police 
who are expertly trained in 
a variety of skills,” Carmen 
asserted.

Local Solons 
Split On Tax 
Plans Voting 

The four Newton members 

in the Massachusetts House of 
Representatives split on party 
lines in voting for or against 
the various tax plans this 
w’eek. 

Republican Representative 
Theodore D. Mann voted for 
Governor Volpe’s tax pro¬ 
gram but against the Dona- 
hue-Kenneally tax bill and 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee tax package. 

Democratic Representatives 
Joseph G. Bradley. Irving 
Fishman and Paul F. Malloy 
voted for the House Ways and 
Means proposal and the Dona¬ 
hue - Kenneally plan but 
against the Volpe bill. 

Volpe’s plan, calling for a 
3 per cent limited sales tax 
and a modest increase in the 
State income tax. would have 
provided the most financial 
assistance for Newton. 

The Donahue - Kenneally 
plan, which advocated a 
doubling of the State income 
tax and an assortment of 
business taxes, would have 
furnished a lesser amount of 
help for Newton.

Jim spent the summer as a 

Volunteer worker at the head¬ 
quarters for Action for Bos¬ 
ton Community Development, 
Inc., 18 Tremont Street, Bos¬ 
ton.

He’s a husky youth, un¬ 
afraid of work. One summer 
ago he earned $3.10 an hour as 
a laborer helping in the con¬ 
struction of Route 95, the new 
Boston - Providence highway 
link. 

He liked the job but some¬ 
how’, neither the money, 
which was attractive, nor 
the work which was both 
healthy and muscle-build¬ 
ing, fitted into his ideas of 
a worthwhile summer job. 
During the past winter he 
became interested in the 
Civil Rights movement and 
* in President Johnson’s 
many-phased war on pov¬ 
erty. 

“I’d like to do something 

worthwhile along those lines,” 
he told Mr. Mico a couple of i 
months back. The next day he I 
went to work as a volunteer | 
at ABCD. Since then he has 
put in plenty of hours of hard 
work. His only recompense 
has been knowledge of a sum¬ 
mer filled with worthwhile en¬ 
deavor. 

Recently, on the briefest 
kind of notice, he was a lead¬ 
ing factor in helping to round 
up a team of doctors, nurses 
and medical clerical workers. 

. It seemed ABCD found itself 
’ in a position of extending its 
rolls of Neighborhood Youth 
Corps boys and girls so that 
more than 500 youngsters, 15 
and 16, could be put to work 
under a $380,282 grant from 
the Office of Economic Op¬ 
portunity to ABCD.

McCormack to serve notice at 
the meeting of Democratic lead¬ 
ers at Ted Kennedy’s home 
that he will run in the 1966 
Democratic primary regardless 
of what happens at the State 
chairman of the Democratic 
Convention. 

What effect, if any, this had 
upon Ted Kennedy is not 
known.

He could support him 
from behind the scenes with¬ 
out any public pronounce¬ 
ment. Or he could remain 
neutral. 

Whether Donahue would go 
into a convention battle if he 
does not have some assurence 
of help from Ted Kennedy is 
a question. 

He presumably would if he 
felt he could get the conven¬ 
tion nod since Ted would he 
likelv to take the stump in the 
primary for the candidate car¬ 
rying the endorsement of the 
State conclave. 

When the late John F. Ken¬ 
nedy was the junior Senator 
from Massachusetts, he re¬ 
mained carefully aloof from 
convention and primary fights 
within his own party. 

In fact, JFK u as opposed to 
the convention system of en¬ 
dorsing candidates. At his be¬ 
hest John M. Lynch, while 
chairman of the Democratic 
State Committee, unsuccessful¬ 
ly sought the repeal of the law 
authorizing such State conven¬ 
tions. 

Ted Kennedy has involved 
himself far more deeply in 
State politics than did his late

The Club is also 
responsible for 50 shelters. On 
the average, there is one shel¬ 
ter for every 4.1 miles of 
trail.

Any doubt that a new source of revenue will be 
provided by the State Legislature to lighten the crush¬ 
ing burden on real estate was virtually eliminated 
when Mayor John F. Collins announced a staggering 
$15.20 increase in Boston’s tax rate.

Newton’s three Democratic members in the 
House of Representatives apparently were motivated 
by partisan politics rather than what was best for 
the people they represent when they voted last week 
on the two major tax proposals. 

That seems to be the only logical explanation 
for the action of Representatives Joseph G. Bradley. 
Irving Fishman and Paul F. Malloy in voting against 
the tax program offered by Governor Volpe. 

Some Democratic legislators have declared that 
they voted against the Volpe tax plan because they 
were aware that the Governor intended to submit 
a revised and improved tax program which they would 
support the second time around. 

It’s difficult to attribute that reasoning to Rep¬ 
resentatives Bradley, Fishman and Malloy since all 
three voted for an alternate plan which would hit 
Newton residents harder and do less for the city 
than would the Volpe program. 

As Mayor Gibbs has pointed out, the tax plan 
which would be the best for Newton of those pro¬ 
posed—the one which would hare the least impact 
on Newton residents and provide the greatest finan¬ 
cial return for the city—is the Volpe program. 

Representatives Bradley, Fishman and Malloy 
are Democrats, and on partisan political issues it 
is reasonable to expect them to vote as Democrats. 

But partisan politics should have no part in the 
consideration of tax programs which will affect all 
the people—Democrats, Republicans and Independ¬ 
ents. 

Judgment of the tax plans should be based on 
what’s best for Newton and its people. 

Of the two major tax programs voted on by the 
Legislature, the Volpe plan would have hit Newton 
residents less hard than the alternate plan Repre¬ 
sentatives Bradley, Fishman and Malloy supported. 

The Volpe plan would have reduced Newton’s 
tax rate $4.44. The alternate plan would have lower¬ 
ed the city’s tax rate $1.28. 

Representatives Bradley, Malloy and Fishman 
would do well to remember that their first respon 
sibility is to the people who elect them. 

They will be courting political disaster if they 
continue to vote against the tax plan which is best 
for Newton because it happens to be sponsored by 
a Republican Governor.

be adopted, but they are still in sharp disagreement 
as to how that $200 million should be raised. 

Volpe wants to include some form of limited sales 
tax in any compromise plan he sponsors. 

Donahue declares, in effect, that the sales tax 
is not acceptable to him in any way, shape or form and 
that he would oppose a tax package which contains 
one. 

How this stalemate will ultimately be resolved is 
uncertain. 

Present indications are that Volpe can get his 


sweetened up tax plan with a limited sales tax 
through the House of Representatives.

Unless a program is enacted 
which reduces real estate taxes 
next year, quite a few law-mak¬ 
ers are likely to find them¬ 
selves out of office after the 
next election. 

While Volpe has no short¬ 
age of problems of his own, he 
appears to be in the strongest 


tion of any of the top political 
figures involved in the tax dis¬ 
pute. 

Both Senate President Dona¬ 
hue and House Speaker Davo- 
ren, in the opinion of this writ* 
er, are sincere, hard-working, 
capable Democratic leaders 
who want to do what they con¬ 
sider the right thing. 

But there are weaknesses in 
the positions of both Donahue 
and Davoren. 

Davoren voted for a limited 
sales tax when Foster Furcolo 
was Governor. 


He can support an alternate 
tax plan on the ground that it 
is better than Volpe’s tax pro¬ 
gram. But having voted for a 
sales tax, he can’t realistically 
oppose a sales tax on the 
ground that it is bad in and of 
itself. 

Donahue has supported a 
responsible tax program which 
would furnish substantial help 
for the cities and towns. The 
weakness in his position is that 
the tax plan he is backing ap¬ 
parently can’t get through the 
Democratic-controlled House. 

Speaker Davoren, inciden¬ 
tally, has come in for some 
unwarranted criticism as feel¬ 


ing has mounted during the 
tax row. 

Some persons who blasted 
the lice John F. Thompson 
for running roughshod in the 
House and ruling the body 
with an iron hand have been 
lambasting Davoren for not 
doing what they criticized 
TTiompson for doing. 

When you hear or read of 
Davoren being rapped for not 
providing stronger leadership 
in the House in the tax con¬ 
troversy, it usually means the 
critic feels that Davoren hasn't 
been twisting arms or knock¬ 
ing heads to get votes for or 
against a tax program.

Actually, this isn’t the kind 
of situation where Davoren 
should try to impose his will 
on the rank and file of Demo¬ 
cratic House members. 

A lot of Democratic law¬ 
makers will stand or fall in 
next year’s primary and elec¬ 
tion on the votes they cast on 
the various tax plans. 

As matters presently shape 
up, a sizeable number of them 
are likely to fall, especially if 
no tax plan is finally enacted. 

If the battle of taxes had 
ended on the day all three tax 
plans went down the drain in 


action. He said he expected 
Volpe to submit a better sales 
tax proposal the second time 
around and taat he intended to 
vote for it then. 

With real estate tax bills 
and rents going up, Boston 
legislators are now on the spot 
in the tax battle. Some of 
them already are feeling the 
wrath of their constituents. 

But the $15.20 jump in Bos¬ 
ton’s tax rate was bad news 
not only for persons who own 
homes or rent dwellings in 
the capital city but also for

would have been staggering. 

How some of the House 
members could return to their 
home districts and justify cer¬ 
tain of the votes they cast is a 
baffling mystery. 

It would seem only common 
sense that a legislator would 
support the tax plan which 
would do the most for his dis¬ 
trict. 

Yet, some law-makers voted 
for the tax program which 
would hit their constituents 
hardest and do the least to 
help them. That's a real act of 
political bravery. It might 
even prove to be political sui¬ 
cide. 

Then, there were some legis¬ 
lators—even from home-own¬ 
ing districts — who pushed 
their heads deeply into the 
sand and voted against all tax 
plans and any form of relief 
for the home-owner and rent* 
payef. 

These usually are the dema¬ 
gogues, who vote to spend 
money, vote against providing 
the money to pay the bills and 
then issue pious statements 
about being against taxes and . 
stressing their deep concern for in sessl0n 
the home-owner and rent- 
payer. 

What has been surprising 
during the tax fight is that 
some Democratic legislators 
have paid no attention what¬ 
ever to the sentiment express¬ 
ed by the people they repre¬ 
sent. 

The successful politician us¬ 
ually keeps his finger as close 
as possible to the public pulse 
and responds to what he hears. 

But the results of polls and 
surveys showing that the peo¬ 
ple prefer a limited sales tax 
to any other means of raising 
revenue for the cities and 
towns seem to have made lit¬ 
tle impression on the Demo¬ 
cratic legislators. 

One Boston law-maker even 
went to the trouble and ex¬ 
pense of sending postcards to 
his constituents to ascertain 
what kind of tax program they 
preferred. 

Two-thirds of those who an¬ 
swered said they favored a 
limited sales tax. 

So the legislator voted 
against a sales tax when the 
bill came up in the House. 

As it turned out, he had a 
plausible explanation for his 


ties but earn their living in 
the Hub. 

Boston residents will not 
be the only ones who will suf¬ 
fer if industries move out of 
their city because of the high 
tax rate. 

While the big hike in the 
Boston tax rate came as a 
great shock to many persons, 
the fact is that Mayor Collins 
had issued one warning after 
another that this would hap¬ 
pen if the city were not given 
a new source of revenue and 
meaningful financial help. 

The trouble was that many 
people, including some legis¬ 
lators, weren't listening. 

It would be tragic and lr* 
responsible if a tax program is 
not enacted at this legislative 
session to lower tax rates 
which threaten the economy of 
the State. 

Governor Volpe, Senate 
President Donahue and Speak¬ 
er Davoren are not likely to 
permit any such irresponsib¬ 
ility even if the legislators are

Three lawyers who are New¬ 
ton residents, Joseph Kruger, 
Irving Karg and Leonard M. 
Salter, will join some 1200 
others representing 150 na¬ 
tions at a meeting Sept. 12-18 
in Washington, D. C., to de¬ 
liberate on the problems of 
world peace.

Following are some of the 
subjects to be discussed at the 
Washington meeting: Inter¬ 
national courts, space law, 
transnational trade and invest¬ 
ment, arbitration tribunals 
and human rights.

A Newton resident has filed 
a strong protest with Secre¬ 
tary of State Kevin White, 
charging “negligence’’ in the 
office of the Newton Election 
Commissioner. 

Twenty-one-year - old Theo¬ 
dore H. Schell, 231 Ward 
I» street, Newton Centre, wrote 
* to Secretary White that he 
went to the Office of Election 
Commissioner Arthur Heaney 
“for the purpose of filing an 
application for an absentee 
ballot.” Schell, a college stu¬ 
dent, will be absent from the 
city on Election Day, Nov. 2. 

“Having filed my applica¬ 
tion,” Schell wrote, “I asked 
what I thought to be an in- 
f noeent question of the sec 
retary in charge: ‘When will 
I be receiving my ballot?’ 
The reply given was quite 
disconcerting, for she an¬ 
swered: ‘Well, two years 
ago we didn’t even bother 
^to send out ballots. We got 
involved with a referendum 
and never really had the 
time’.” 

In his letter to White, the 
Newton student also related 
that he "had been told by a 
friend who worked in the mail 
room of Barnard College dur¬ 
ing the 1964 Presidential Elec¬ 
tion that the ballots from the

plied that he was “anxious to 
discuss with you publicly the 
issues of the campaign.** 
Carmen quoted Basbas as 
going on to say that because 
both candidates already were 
busy “the only practical ap¬ 
proach is for us to agree upon 
a somewhat limited number 
of meetings but to attempt to 
arrange them at such times 
and places and with such or¬ 
ganizations as will give these 
meetings the largest possible 
community coverage.” 

Alderman Carmen charg¬ 
ed that despite that state¬ 
ment by Basbas, the City 
Clerk had rejected propos¬ 
als that the meetings be 
held in Newton’s largest 
auditoriums. 

“My opponent’s idea of the 
largest possible community 
coverage seems to be limited 
to an elementary school PTA 
meeting with the discussion 
restricted to an educational 
issue, a breakfast held by the 
Brotherhood of a religious 
organization, and a breakfast 
held by a businessmen’s or¬ 
ganization,” Carmen alleged. 

Carmen said that Basbas* 
representative turned down a 
proposal that debates be held 
at the two high schools where 
large audiences could be ac¬ 
comodated. 

“This entire attitude of 
my opponent has been ex¬ 
pressed since last April 
from which time he has re¬ 
fused time and again any 
number of invitations is¬ 
sued by Newton organiza¬ 
tions to speak before their 
membership if I was also 
extended the courtesy of 
a simultaneous invitation,” 
Carmen stated. 

“I think there are impor¬ 
tant issues facing the voters 
of Newton,” Carmen declar¬ 
ed. 

‘The candidates have a 
duty to the voters to see to 

it that the issues are discuss¬ 
ed as fully and widely as 
possible. The voters have a 
right to know w here both 
candidates stand,” Carmen 
continued. 

“Friendly coffee hours be¬ 
fore limited audiences, with¬ 
out the give and take of de- 1 
bate and without press cov-| 
erage, are not enough to give 
the voters the information 
they need,” he said. 

“I am willing to make 
whatever changes in my 
schedule are needed to 
make these debates pos¬ 
sible,” Carmen asserted. 

“I am not afraid to engage 
in a public discussion of pub¬ 
lic issues,” he emphasized. 

“Will my opponent join 
me?” Carmen asked.

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Drop - out Problem Crows 

In Newton, as in other communities across the 
country, the new school term has shifted into high 
gear and has headed down the long road to next 
Junes graduations. It is impresive to note that 
close to 17-million young people should be returning 
to high school. 

But President Johnson has called attention to 
the fact that thousands of them won’t. 

He estimates that during the coming school 
year, this nation will again see more than 750.000 
boys and girls drop out of school before receiving 
their high school diploma. 

That figure wilT begin accumulating with the 
youngsters who will not even return to school for 
the term now started. We trust that the sum total 
of the awesome figure will not be contributed to 
from Newton. 

There was a time, in this country, when a young 
person could leave school with a limited educational 
background and still have a reasonable expectation 
of building a rewarding work career. 

But such, unfortunately, is no longer the case. 
An Horatio Alger rise from poverty to riches with¬ 
out benefit of book or classroom belongs to a distant 
and nostalgic past. 

Our hapless young drop-outs are being made in¬ 
creasingly aware that the number of unskilled jobs 
in America declines with each passing year. The 
kinds of jobs being newly created almost all require 
the minimal preparation of a high school education. 

In a highly advanced economic and job struc¬ 
ture such as ours, there soon will be little room for 
the worker without a high school education. That 
fact must be driven home to young people in New¬ 
ton, in the Commonwealth and the Nation. 

The dangerous drop-out age is the 16 to 17 
year old bracket. Six out of ten of the nation’s school 
dropouts are in this age group. Most of them, un¬ 
happily, are not aware of the fact that their future 
job prospects are indeed drab. 

So serious is the problem that President John¬ 
son has anounced a major campaign to get young 
Americans to return to school. He appointed Vice 
President Hubert H. Humphrey to direct the cam¬ 
paign. 

Employers, unions, civic, trade and religious or¬ 
ganizations and state and local governments are 
being asked to exert whatever influence they can 
to encourage our youngsters to stay in school. 

The campaign is being enthusiastically received 
across the nation. This is right. The drop-outs prob¬ 
lem is a serious one. It is here now and must be 
■olved now. This is the time to act. 


Good Kids Make News, Too 

The Graphic received a compliment or two after 
a recent edition because we gave prominent front 
page display to stories of good deeds being per¬ 
formed by responsible, dedicated local youngsters. 

This newspaper always is appreciative of the 
better kind of headlines being made by our teen¬ 
agers. Thus, we reported the inspiring story 
of five Newton young people commended for out¬ 
standing vacation-time service as volunteers in a 
hospital, with a photo of one of them hard at work. 
A similar story appears in this week's Graphic. 

We also gave Page One prominence to the story 
of a young local girl who left for Africa and two 
years of work with the Peace Corps. Yes, good kids 
make news, too. We are proud and pleased to print 
it 

Newton, in company with all American com¬ 
munities, can point to thousands of youngsters who 
are growing into young adulthood normally and with¬ 
out being snarled up with the highly-touted problems 
of adolescence. 

The transition from bo> and girlhood to young 
man and womanhood isn’t an easy one. It wasn’t 
fifty years ago and it isn’t today. Neither is birth 
or death, and the slow decline into senility. 

But they are the changing patterns of life which 
are faced with courage and confidence by responsible 
individuals. They cannot be avoided, neither are 
their problems simplified by irrational acts and fits 
of violence. These latter seem to be the solution 
sought by so many teen-agers. 

Let our youngsters be made aware of the fact 
that problems art not unique to them. All of us have 
them, have had them over the years, and expect 
to meet others as long as we are blessed with life 
itself. 

Young people such as those mentioned recent¬ 
ly in the news colums of The Graphic make the trans¬ 
in the news columns of The Graphic make the tran¬ 
sition from one aspect of life to another easier by 
serving others, their community, their country. 

They inspire good news stories, make fine head¬ 
lines, because they serve. In an age of super-pros- 
pentv, pampered adufts and spoiled kids, thev are 
of sterner stuff. They subjugate self by dedicated 
concern for others. 

Look beyond the screaming headlines which 
shout the misdeeds and follies of the minority teen 
population which seeks the course of violence and 
brutality. Look to the great army of upstanding 
young citizens in the background. They have life and 
all its situations well in hand—also their country’s 
future. 

We all owe them a very special thanks and our 
prayers that they will continue on the true course 
to future good citizenship, and a good life. 


Aldermen Confirm Gibbs' 
Appointment Of Lurenskv 


Action by the Board of Al¬ 
dermen during their regular 
meeting Monday night includ¬ 
ed confirmation of Mayor 
Donald L. Gibbs' appointment 
of David A. Lurensky, 35 
Woodlawn Dr., Chestnut Hill, 
as a member of the Planning 
Board for a period of three 
years beginning Oct. 1, to fill j 
a vacancy due to the expira¬ 
tion of the term of Karl H. 
Brock. 

Mr. Lurensky, associated 
since 1947 with the meat pack- i 
ing industry in administrative 
and financial capacities, was 
the principal organizer of the 
new market complex in New- 1 
market Square, Boston, and a 
former treasurer of the 
Massachusetts Wholesale 
Food Terminal. 

He is a member of the New¬ 
ton High School PTA Board, 
and was recently appointed a 
member of Local Draft Board 
No. 117. In World War II he 
served with the rank of cap¬ 
tain in the U. S. Army Air 
Force. 

Alderman Burke reported 
that he and Alderman An¬ 
drew J. Magni, comprising 
the two-man committee ap¬ 
pointed to determine whether 
it was the Board’s preroga 
tivt to suggest that the Al¬ 
bemarle swimming pool be 
named in memory of the last 
Harry “Sonny” Gath, New- 
tonville restauranteur who, 
during his life, worked dili¬ 
gently in the interest of the 
youth of the city, had been 
advised by the city solicitor 
that it was fit and proper for 
the Board to do so. The 
Board then voted to refer the 
matter of naming the pool to 
the Building Committee. 

Following the addition of 
three conditions to the re¬ 
strictions previously impos¬ 
ed, the Board voted approv¬ 
al of the petition of Luther 
Paul Company for extensive 
changes and improvements 
to its oil business complex at 
57 Paul street, Newton Cen¬ 
tre. At the previous Board 
meeting, Alderman Ernest F. 
Dietz had moved for recon¬ 
sideration of the Luther Paul 
matter, and Monday night he 
introduced the additional 
conditions, which were as 
folows: 

1. The garage as shown on 
a plan of Luther Paul Com¬ 
pany dated October 26, 1964, 
and filed with Petition No. 
393-65 shall be used as a 
“private garage” only, as 
defined in Section 25-1 of the 
zoning ordinance of the City 
of Newton. 

2. Commercial vehicles in 
excess of 2 tons, not engaged 
in the conduct of coal or fuel 
oil operations, shall not be 
parked on the premises at 
any time. 

3. Within 18 months after 
receiving a building permit 
to construct buildings shown 
on filed plan, the petitioner 
shall vacate and demolish all 
presently existing structures 
excepi dwetllng houses on 
the petitioner’s land easterly 
of the land shown on the filed 
plan, and shall not make use 
of this land for its coal and 
oil operations. 

Dietz stated that the con¬ 
ditions had been reviewed by 
the planning director, the, 
city solicitor and the chair-1 


man of the commttee on 
claims and rules. 

An additional appropriation 
of $1755, requested by the 
commissioner of public build¬ 
ings to cover relocation of a 
building on the Newton Upper 
Falls Playground, to which 
abutters had objected because 
of its location in front of their 
homes, was approved by vote 
of the Board. 

Approved was a request by 
Water Commissioner Mark F. 
Croker for an appropriation of 
$8275 for installation of 537 
feet of water main in Rumford 
Ave., from Lexington St. to 
the site of the new incinerator. 
It was brought out that the 
existing pipe there is inade¬ 
quate for the protection of the 
incinerator against fire. 

Also approved were two 
other appropriation requests 
by the water commissioner. 
One was $1288 for water main 
extension on Kippy Dr., Wa- 
ban, a project toward which 
its petitioners have paid $938. 
The other was for $2170 for a 
water main extension in 
Marla Cir., Newton Centre. 
Contributions on this project 
were $1820. In both instances, 
the extensions were sought for 
service to two new houses. 

Two recommendations of 
City Solicitor Matt B. Jones 
were accepted. One was that 
the $3500 limit in the settle¬ 
ment of claims account in his 
office be raised to $8000. The 
other asked for $4000 to pay 
expenses incurred by Fire¬ 
man Kimball M. Maloney for 
injuries in the line of duty. 

Approved were transfers re¬ 
quested by Public Welfare 
Director George S. Watten- 
dorf, $5000 from the disability 
assistance to the aid of de¬ 
pendent children account, and 
$8000 from the medical assist¬ 
ance account for aid to fam¬ 
ilies with dependent children. 


Golden Text For 
Science Service

Alderman Candidates Are 
Urged To Show Restraint 

William M. Glovsky, Ward 
2 Alderman-at-large, took the 
floor during the meeting of 
the Board last Monday night 
to urge all members to ex¬ 
ercise restraint in their pres¬ 
entation of resolutions that 
take time which would better 
be applied to other matters. 

He expressed himself as dis¬ 
turbed by the number of res¬ 
olutions that have been of¬ 
fered during a period in which 
many of the Aldermen are 
candidates for public office. 

“We have a natural desire,” 
he said, “to further our can¬ 
didacy by this means. I feel 
that we should exercise some 
judicious restraint, and not 
introduce proposals that have 
been prepared in haste and 
without adequate research.” 

Glovsky explained that in 
his reference to hastily pre¬ 
pared resolutions and the de¬ 
sire for favorable publicity he 
was not pointing a finger at 
any particular member or 
members of the Board. 

His remarks came immedi¬ 
ately following the Board”s 
vote of approval for a resolu¬ 
tion presented by Alderman 
Theodore D. Mann, who re¬ 
commended that the mayor 
establish a Transportation 
Advisory Board to study and 
report on alternative methods 
and routes for public trans¬ 
portation in the city. Before 
expressing his concern over 
the tendency to offer resolu¬ 
tions. Glovsky lauded the 
Ward 8 Alderman-at-large on 
his care and thoroughness in 
gathering the facts on the 
local transportation problem 
that led to his offer of the 
resolution. 

By way of illustrating his 
point that there are times 
when it is obvious that ade¬ 
quate research has not pre¬ 
ceded a resolutions presenta¬ 
tion, Glovsky told the Board 
that one of the members had 
intended to offer one recom¬ 
mending that the city estab¬ 
lish a housing code which will 
designate minimum accept¬ 
able housing standards for all 
dwelling units, and that the 
Aldermanic president meet 
with the mayor to discuss ap¬ 
propriate people from within 
city government to develop 
such a housing code. 

However, he explained, the 
Alderman had withdrawn the 
proposal after it was pointed 
out to him that the city was 
already operating under two 
existing housing codes, and 
that the mayor has appointed 
a special committee that in¬ 
cludes representatives of the 
Board of Aldermen, to review 
the whole area of housing 
codes. 

Glovsky concluded by re¬ 
iterating that his remarks 
were not the result of action 
by any particular member of 
the Board, and saying that 
he was mindful that any can¬ 
didate for office is alert for 
any opportunity to gain pub¬ 
licity, and that “we ought to 
be careful.” 

The resolution presented by 
Alderman Mann and accepted 
by vote of the Board was as 
follows: 

“Whereas: Public transpor¬ 
tation is essential to the con¬ 
venience of the citizens of our 
community and for the past 
several years public transpor¬ 


tation has decreased in ser¬ 
vice and has risen in cost, and 

“Whereas: The Middlesex 
and Boston Bus Company un¬ 
der an agreement with the 
MBTA has threatened fur¬ 
ther cuts in public transporta¬ 
tion, cutting off service at 
night to over 90,000 inhabi¬ 
tants of Newton, even though 
the taxpayers of the city of 
Newton is paying more than 
its share of the apportion¬ 
ment of the MBTA deficit as 
well as the additional burden 
of the deficit of the Middle¬ 
sex and Boston Bus Company 
resulting from the MBTA’s 
agreement with said com¬ 
pany. 

“Now therefore be it re¬ 
solved: That it be recom¬ 
mended that the mayor of 
the city of Newton establish 
as soon as possible a Public 
Transportation Advisory 
Board whose responsibility it 
will be to investigate and ex¬ 
plore alternative methods and 
routes for the public trans¬ 
portation service of the citi¬ 
zens of Newton. On this board 
should be representatives of 
the Board of Aldermen, La¬ 
bor, School Department, Cab 
Owners Association, as well 
as others so designated by 
His Honor the Mayor to com¬ 
plete community and village 
representation. This Advisory 
Board should meet as often 
as necessary and not less 
than twice annually and each 
year report to the mayor and 
the Board of Aldermen by the 
31st of December.” 

Alderman Mann’s research 
incidental to his proposal in¬ 
cluded a meeting with the 
Taxi Owners Association of 
Newton, described in the fol¬ 
lowing letter from him to 
City Solicitor Matt B. Jones: 

“In an attempt to continue 
public transportation to those 
areas of Newton which may 
be cut off by the M&B, I have 
met with the Taxi Owners As¬ 
sociation of Newton, and they 
have agreed that they will 
furnish public transportation 
on certain routes at fixed 
fares. 

“It may be that the vehicle 
used will be an unmarked 
station wagon — unmarked 
except for a sign that will in¬ 
dicate that the vehicle is par¬ 
ticipating in the above des¬ 
cribed program. 

“Your immediate attention 
is required to verify the legal¬ 
ity of this proposition without 
having to contact any other 
government agency.”

While Kenny O’Donnell 
held a position of some power 
during the administration of 
the late President John F. Ken¬ 
nedy, he has had no experience 
In State government whatever 
Js far as this writer is aware.

McCormack, of course, serv¬ 
ed four years as Attorney Gen¬ 
eral and could have had the 
nomination for Governor in 
1962 if he had been willing 
to accept it. He was not inter¬ 
ested in a two-year term in 
the office. 

O’Donnell cannot come any¬ 
where near matching the 
knowledge of the State govern¬ 
ment possessed by Donahue 
and McCormack or by Gover¬ 
nor Volpe whom the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee presumably 
* will be striving to oust from 
office. 

This writer, incidentally, is 
one who believes that Donahue 
has been helped tremendously 
by the prolonged tax contro¬ 
versy. 

Ironically, he’ll probably be 
aided more if he loses his 
fight than if he wins it. 

Claims by some politicos 
that Donahue will be knocked 
out of the gubernatorial con¬ 
tention if the tax program he 
supported is defeated are just 
nonsense. 


Donahue has accomplished 
two things during the tax row 
which has extended over a pe¬ 
riod of more than six months. 

He has become well known 
to the people of Massachusetts 
which is essential for any can¬ 
didate for high State office. 
And he has demonstrated that 
he is a responsible public offi¬ 
cial who faces up to problems. 

Ted Kennedy might be able 
to swing the endorsement of 
the Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion to Kenny O’Donnell if he 
made an all-out effort. But 
he’d have to put his own pres¬ 
tige squarely on the line and 
virtually carry O’Donnell on 
his back. 

Then he would have the 
even more difficult problem 
of getting O'Donnell through 
the primary. 

It seems improbable that he 
would take the political risks 
involved in doing so. 

At this stage it is reason¬ 
ably safe to assume that the 
j Democratic nominee for Gov¬ 
ernor next year will be either 
Maurice A. Donahue or Ed¬ 
ward J. McCormack, Jr.

1 School Start 
Pupil Figures 
Cause Surprise 

A reported slight drop in 
enrollment of elemen¬ 
tary school pupils this year is 
less significant than the loca¬ 
tion of the schools where the 
drop is experienced. Dr. 
Charles E. Brown, superinten¬ 
dent of schols. told the School 
Committee at Monday night’s 
meeting. 

According to the report the 
enrollment was down 99 
pupils, from 9474 last year to 
9375 in ’65. 

The trend occurred on the 
city’s south side, contrary to 
what school officials and the 
city planning consultant ex¬ 
pected 

The decline occured in Oak 
Hill, Spaulding. Memorial and 
Ward schools in Newton Cen¬ 
tre. Countryside in Newton 
Highlands. Emerson in New¬ 
ton Upper Falls and Peirce in 
West Newton. 

On the other hand, schools 
on the city’s north side, where 
the population was considered 
to be stable, are showing 
small increases. 

Enrollment jumped slightly 
at the Underwood School, 
Newton; Burr, Auburndale; 
Claflin, NewtonviUe; Hamil¬ 
ton. Newton Lower Falls; 
Horace Mann, NewtonviUe; 
Mason-Rice, Newton Centre 
and Murray Road School, Au¬ 
burndale. 

Dr. Brown attributed the 
population growth in Newton’s 
northern portion to a pattern 
of older homes being sold to 
families with children. 

A report on secondary school 
enrollment will be made at 
the committee's next meeting 
Monday, Sept. 27.

Statistics Issued by the 
FBI showed a 41.5 increase 
in the number of crimes 
committed in Newton in 
1964 over the number of 
comparable crimes perpe¬ 
trated in the city in 1963, 
Carmen declared. 

This compared with a na¬ 
tional increase of only 11.1 
per cent, he stated. 

He said that in 1964 there

The Tax Dispute 

Representatives Irving Fishman and Theodore D. 
Mann both have demonstrated a high degree of po¬ 
litical statesmanship during the prolonged battle on 
Beacon Hill over the enactment of a tax program. 

From the outset of the tax controversy, Repre¬ 
sentative Mann supported Governor Volpe s tax plan 
as the one which would be best for Newton and ior 
the State as a whole. 

Representative Fishman opposed the Governors 
first tax proposal but then supported Volpe’s compro¬ 
mise pian which provided that no tax burden would be 
imposed on families with incomes of less than $4000 
a year and that an additional $500 State income tax 
deduction would be granted to persons over 65 years 
of age. 

Fishman explained that the Governor had greatly 
Improved his original proposal “by mitigating, if not 
eliminating, certain regressive features” of his onginal 
plan. 

Representative Fishman also made it plain that 
as a responsible legislator he recognized the need for 
enacting a tax plan which would provide a new source 
of revenue for the cities and towns and meaningful 
financial assistance for them. 

He has not been one of those law-makers who 
thrust his head into the sand and pretended the State 
and the local communities are not confronted with 
financial crises. 

The performances of Representatives Joseph G. 
Bradley and Paul F. Manoy have left considerable 
to be desired. 

Bradley and Malloy first voted in favor of an al¬ 
ternate tax plan which would take more money out of 
Newton and return less than the Volpe program. 

Even after the Governor wrote new provisions into 
his compromise plan so that families with incomes of 
less than $4000 would pay no sales taxes, that the 
senior citizens would get an additional $500 income tax 
deduction and the motor excise tax rate would be low¬ 
ered $10, they still voted against the measure. 

Maybe they weren’t listening when Senator Ed¬ 
ward M. Kennedy made his address to the Legislature 
earlier this year in which he said he shared the con¬ 
cern of the people of Massachusetts that a new source 
of revenue be provided by the Legislature. 


Seaton For Safe Driving 

Schools are open again and thousands of New¬ 
ton scholars, with their shining morning faces, are 
daily making the journey to and from homes and 
classes. 

It is the time of year when local and state 
safety officials repeat the warning to motorists to 
drive with that “Back to School Caution.” 

Operators of motor vehicles are asked to pay 
heed to school children, to watch out for school 
buses, to slow down wherever school pupils are 
crossing streets, or at play. It is the time to exercise 
that extra bit of care and caution behind the wheel. 
It is the season for safe driving. 

Many of today’s scholars are just tiny tots. They 
are on their own in the streets and in traffic for the 
first time. Despite the warning of parents and teach¬ 
ers these little citizens do forget to look both ways 
before crossing a street. They are known to step 
into a busy street without warning. They are often 
totally dependent for safety, and even life itself, 
on a motorist's alertness and judgment. 

Older scholars have a responsibility of their 
own in maintaining their health and happiness 
through the school year. 

They are urged to heed parental and teacher 
warnings and to follow the directions of school safety 
monitors at all times. 

When riding or leaving school buses they should 
conduct themselves in a sensible and orderly fashion; 
they should cross streets only between marked cross¬ 
ings. and if riding a cicycle make sure it is properly 
equipped and headed with the traffic rather than 
into it. 

If everybody plays the safety game and adheres 
to the few simple rules, it should be a happy and con¬ 
structive school year for students, teachers, motor¬ 
ists and parents. 

Every child attending school in this city, in this 
state and nation, is a good reason for driving safely 
at this time, which makes a million good reaso a for 
caution, alertness and courtesy behind the steering 
wheel.

Many centuries have passed since Aristotle wrote, “All who have 
meditated on the art of governing mankind have been convinced that 
the fate of empires depends on the education of youth.” Never can 
k be sincerely questioned. Not only is the peace of communities at 
stake and the solidarity of the family but the destiny of nations and 
the character of a civilization themselves involved. ^ 

As we contemplate titotenofenotis increase in crime, including 
Juvenile delinquency, the breakdown of the traditional importance 
and blessed influence of tlm home, the inhumanity which governs 
such a large part of our relations with our fellowmen and character¬ 
izes to so great a degree our treatment of the lower animals over 
whom we have acquired dominion, we cannot escape the nneasy con¬ 
viction that something is fundamentally and tragically wrong with 
our system of education. One perilous defect should be underscored. 

Our schools are turning out annually uncounted numbers of 
students, no few of whom, regardless of intellectual training they 
have received, are moral adolescents. Many of these graduates will 
ultimately gain those material rewards by which the world measures 
success but far too few will develop into veritable men and women 
of God. The truth of the matter is that our schools are assiduously 
concentrating on the development of the minds of the students and 
blindly neglecting the cultivation of their souls. To strongly under¬ 
score this situation, let me repeat myself in somewhat different 
phraseology—that the student has an intellect of great potentiality 
monopolizes attention; that he has a soul of divine possibilities is 
largely ignored or forgotten. ^ 

We have a highly disquieting situation, indeed a veritable 
ominous one, in the biology classes of our secondary schools—public, 
parochial and private. Our science teachers are to an alarming degree 
betraying their sacred trust. Their immature and impressionable 
educational “wards” are being contaminated by the pernicious 
propaganda that vivisection—with all its revolting cruelties to de¬ 
fenseless animals, its demoralizing effect on human character and its 
inevitable tendency to culminate in experiments on human beings— 
is an unobjectionable method of so-called “scientific research” and a 
necessary form of medical instruction, and. as such, blameless in 
the sight of the Creator of all life. In fact, its acUial practice long 
flourishing in many of ©ur colleges for girls as well as for hoys, is 
increasing to an alarming extent in these secondary schools. ^ 

What judgment shall we pass on the parents who are indifferent 
to the effect of this on the minds and hearts of their children? In¬ 
deed, in many cases and in one way or another, they have expressed 
their approval of this deplorable business. Irresponsible parenthood, 
adult delinquency! £ 

There is a profound truth stated in the familiar quotation: 
“Just as the twig is bent, the tree’s inclined.” To emphasize this 
thought by changing the metaphor, in our incredible folly we are 
blindly sowing the wind. Let us not he surprised, therefore, that the 
day has actually arrived when we are beginning to reap the spiritual¬ 
ly devastating whirlwind.

Alderman Carmen pointed 
out that Newton jumped 
above the national crime rate 
last year as a result of a 41.5 
per cent increase in crime as 
contrated to an 11.1 per cent 
rise in the national average. 

“In 1964 Newton exceeded 
the national and New Eng¬ 
land percentage inciieases 
in the number of crimes 
committed over the pre- 
ceeding year in each cate¬ 
gory of Serious cilime ; 
except murder, where for- j 
tunateh we had none in 
either year,” Carmen said. 
Carmen’s report, entitled 
“Crime Trends In Newton,! 
follows: 

“But perhaps more signifi¬ 
cant than the increase in the 
number of crimes is last 
year’s increase in the rate 
of crime in Newton. The 
crime rate is expressed in 
terms of number of crimes 
per 100,000 population. As 
previously indicated our 1964 
rate increase based on *11 
seriou^ crimes w^s 41.5%. 
This is almost quadruple the 
National percent®ge of in¬ 
crease of 11.1%, and is two 
and one half times as great 
as the New England percent¬ 
age of increase of 17.4 per¬ 
cent,” Carmen decared. 

Although in 1964 Newton 
was below the National 
rates of crime in murder, 
robbery and aggravated as¬ 
sault, and was about even 
in the auto theft rate, the 
rate of increase in the num¬ 
ber of these crimes (ex¬ 
cepting murder) in Newton 
was substantially higher 
than both the National av¬ 
erage increase and the av¬ 
erage increase for cities 
with populations of 50,000 
to 100,000. 

Furthermore, in other ca¬ 
tegories of serious crime, not 
only was the rate of such 
crimes higher in Newton than 
in the Nation as a whole, as 
well as higher than the rates 
in New* England, and Metro¬ 
politan Boston, but the rate 
of increase of such crimes in 
Newton was also way above 
the National and New Eng¬ 
land and cities with popula¬ 
tions of 50,000 to 100,000 rates 
of increase. 

“The importance of the 
FBI figures is not so much 
that they show Newton to be 
above the National rate in 
terms of crime per 100,000 
of population in so many 
areas, although this statistic 
is very important, but rather 
that they show a rising trend 
of crime in Newton, a trend 
toward more crime at a pace I 
which far outstrips the Na¬ 
tional rate of increase-a trend j 
toward underworld opportun¬ 
ism in New’ton and by way of 
conclusion, a trend toward 
less effective police protect¬ 
ion in Newton,” Carmen sta¬ 
ted. 

Newton has always kept 
abreast of trends along the 
social front, indeed, New¬ 
ton has been a leader and 
has set the pace in many 
areas of social change and 
development-most notably 
perhaps in the field of edu¬ 
cation. Our (leaders have 
been aware of the constant 
upward sweep of activities, 
of the rapidity of change 
in the social structure, and 
have not lagged behind in 
meeting the d t lands and 
solving the moblems of 
changing times. In order 
to cope with the needs and 
demands of such change, 
there must be an aware¬ 
ness of the trends in the 
various social areas.” Al¬ 
derman Carmen continued. 

The foregoing statistics 
clearly reveal the rising 
trend of crime in Newton, a 
trend which could have a fari 
reaching degenerating social 
effect in the community. Ac¬ 
tion is called for to combat 
the trend. Newton should set 
the pace for a new’ trend in 
effective police protection by 
taking steps to reduce the in¬ 
cidence of crime in the city,” 
Alderman Carmen declared. ,

MORRIS KRITZMAN 

Kritzman Has 
Solution For 
Youth Problem 

A Youth Commission, as 
an answer to the “alarmingly 
increasing rate of juvenile 
delinquency in Newton,” was 
proposed this week by former 
State Representative Morris 
Kritzman, a candidate for 
| Alderman - at - Lprge from 
Ward 8. 

In making his Youth Com¬ 
mission proposal at a meet¬ 
ing of his campaign workers 
at the home of Mrs. Benjamin 
Fastov, 56 Monadnock Rd., 
Newton, Kritzman stated, 
“Of all the symptoms of so¬ 
cial disorganization there is 
none so perplexing than juv¬ 
enile delinquency, which is 
rapidly increasing in our 
city.” 

“While there may be vary¬ 
ing perceptions of the role 
which heredity, home, school, 

| church, police and other com- 
! munity institutions play in 
the situation, we can agree 
that this is a community 
problem calling for under¬ 
standing the needs of our 
young people, and for oo- 
operative study and action by 
many professions, commun¬ 
ity services and organiza¬ 
tions,” Kritzman asserted. 

Kritzman has had 33 years 
of experience working with 
young peope and administer¬ 
ing youth programs. He has 
served as Community Serv¬ 
ices Advisor with the Federal 
Government, as Community 
Center Director, as Neighbor¬ 
hood House worker, and has 
been called on by cities and 
towns throughout New Eng¬ 
land to function as Consultant 
in helping meet a wide range 
of needs of children, youth 
and adults. 

As a former member of the 
Massachusetts Legislature, 
Kritzman has many “firsts’’ 
to his credit. In his first New¬ 
ton campaign last year he 
received a surprising total of 
more than 15,000 votes and 
became the first Newton 
Democrat to carry the New¬ 
ton wards in the senatorial 
district in which he was run¬ 
ning. 

The Youth Commission, as 
another “first” in the Kritz¬ 
man record, would inventory 
existing facilities and serv¬ 
ices for youth-both public 
and p r i vate . “When we know 
what we need”, says Kritz¬ 
man, then we can intelligent¬ 
ly developed a program for 
meeting our youth needs on 
a planned basis—the only one 
that makes sense. So much 
of what we are doing is on 
a piece-meal basis.”

Community 
Action, Inc. 
Progresses 


A report of Newton’s pro¬ 
gress in developing a com¬ 
munity action program as 
part of the federal Economic 
Opportunity Act 1964 was 
given by Mrs. Irene K. 
Thresher, president of the 
newly incoporated group 
known as Newton Community 
Action, Inc., to the Governing 
Board of the Newton Com¬ 
munity Council at recent 
meeting. 

Mayor Donald L. Gibbs re¬ 
quested the Newton Commun¬ 
ity Council last spring to pre¬ 
pare an application for plan¬ 
ning funds from the Office of 
Economic Opportunity. Soon 
after this request was receiv¬ 
ed, a steering committee was 
named by the Community 
Council headed by Irene K. 
Thresher and Joseph C. Skin¬ 
ner. 

The efforts of the steering 
committee resulted in the in¬ 
corporation of the new non¬ 
profit group named Newton 
Community Action, Inc. and 
an application for funds was 
made to the Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity on June 
80 . 

This initial application re¬ 
quested $53,314 or a 12-month 
research and planning proj¬ 
ect. The purpose of this proj¬ 
ect is to better identify the 
problem areas in Newton 
which include poverty, illit¬ 
eracy, unemployment, and 
others, so that programs can 
be designed which will be 
most useful in alleviating 
these problems.

“Even more pronounced is 
the tangible psychological ef¬ 
fect each of these crimes has 
on the victimized person and 
family. Children and adults 
alike are deeply troubled by 
the memory of these crimes. 

“At a time when the people 
of the City of Newton have 
begun to recognize and act on 
the need for a mental health 
clinic it is equally important 
that we attempt to reduce 
the sources of potential psy¬ 
chological problems. 

“Indeed the rapid growth 
of crime in Newton, four 
times the national average 
according to the F.B.I. Re¬ 
ports, indicates an atmo¬ 
sphere exists which also 
submits young people to the 
suggestion of becoming in¬ 
volved in unlawful activi¬ 
ties, thus a chain reaction 
is generated,” Carmen as¬ 
serted. 

“There Is yet another prob¬ 
lem created by this crime 
wave, the financial one. With 
the heavy loss ratio in New¬ 
ton, our future reputation is 
at stake. The garden city has 
begun to lose some of its lus¬ 
tre in the eyes of prospective 
new homeowners. This can 
eventually effect demand, 
values, and assessments, ulti¬ 
mately causing a rise in the 
tax rate,” Alderman Carmen 
continued. 

“The answer is abundantly 
clear. We require a larger po¬ 
lice force with more marked 
cruisers to patrol the city. 
We must let it be known that 
the city of Newton cares 
about its citizens and wishes 
to protect them. 

“We must offer a fair com¬ 
petitive increased salary to 
attract and retain men who 
wish to serve in our police de¬ 
partment to make it the finest 
force anywhere. We must con¬ 
stantly retrain these men in 
the latest techniques of crime 
prevention and detection and 
must give these men suffi¬ 
cient amounts of the best 
equipment with training to

use it in order that they can 
do their job more efficiently 
and effectively.” Carmen 
stressed. 

Carmen said that the U. S. 
Senate for several weeks dis¬ 
cussed the proposed new Law 
Assistance Act of 1965 which 
will probably become law 
within a few days. 

Alderman Carmen sev¬ 
eral weeks ago urged that 
Newton get prepared as 
many other communities 
were doing to be ready to 
participate in receiving 
these federal funds when 
they become available. 
Carmen has contacted the 
Massachusetts Senators on 
this matter and has urged 
passage of this bill to help 
Newton fight crime, he re¬ 
ported. 

Senator Kennedy has been 
in touch with Carmen and as¬ 
sured him that he shared Car¬ 
men’s views on this subject. 

Carmen said he was as¬ 
sured by Senator Kennedy 
that he would give his most 
sympathetic consideration to 
Aldermen’s position. Senator 
Kennedy thanked Carmen for 
the benefit of his thinking on 
the problem. 

In the discussion of the 
Bill in the U. S. Senate 
earlier this month, Senator 
Hart (D-Michigan) stated, 
“Fighting crime effective¬ 
ly under modern conditions 
and maintaining law and 
order requires professional 
police who are expertly 
trained in a variety of skills. 
Trained professional law 
enforcement personnel are 
essential to the preserva¬ 
tion of our National health 
and strength and are de¬ 
serving of increased Feder- 
support,” Carmen pointed 
out. 

Senator Hruska (R-Nebras- 
ka) stated, “in this business 
of crime, which is perhaps 
the number one problem in 
America today domestically, 
we have the problem of the 
ordinary policeman and law 
enforcement officer, who has 
to be a combination of many 
things. He has not only to be 
an arresting officer, but he 
also has to be possessed of 
some knowledge of the law, 
have some attributes of a 
judge, a sociologist, neighbor¬ 
hood counsellor, and perhaps 
a parole officer. 

“Most of these fields are 
highly technical. It is our con¬ 
tention that the crime prob¬ 
lem demands the same kind 
of research techniques and 
priorities which we have as¬ 
signed to our defense effort, 
the space programs, and the 
battle against disease and ill¬ 
ness.” 

“Consider the spectacular 
successes in these fields 
and how they contrast with 
our growing failure even to 
cope with the crime prob¬ 
lem, let alone overcome it.” 
“Each year the reports of 
the F.B.I. graphically de- j 
scribe how society is losing 
the fight against crime. Last 
year there was a 13% in¬ 
crease in serious crimes in 
the Nation. (Newton had a 
41% increase). Unless we re¬ 
verse, or at the least modify 
the trend our society is threat¬ 
ened with breakdown.” 

Alderman Carmen in sum¬ 
marizing his feeling on this 
issued declared, “Newton’s 
municipal legislators and ad¬ 
ministrators must awaken to 
the facts of our time as have 
the F.B.I. and the United 
States Senate. 

“Now is the time for ac¬ 
tion,” Carmen concluded.

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Rabbi Rothman 
Says New r Year 
Is An Illusion 

In his High Holy Day mes¬ 
sage to his congregation, 
Rabbi Murray I. Rothman, 
spiritual leader of Temple 
Shalom of Newton, had this 
to say regarding the new 
year: 

“A new year is an illusion, 
for our future is influenced by 
our past even as our hopes 
are colored by our memories.

Fureolo Run For Congress 
Likely After Exoneration 

Former Governor Foster Fureolo is back in action 
as a potentially strong candidate for public office if he 
decides to return to politics. 

Furcolo’s acquittal on charges of conspiracy to ar¬ 
range a bribe generated a wave of public sympathy 
for him. 

After studying the testimony given in the trial of 
Fureolo and four present or former members of the 
Governor’s Council, most observers can’t understand 
why Fureolo was ever indicted in the first place. 

Grand Jury proceedings, of course, are secret, but 
it’s reasonably safe to assume that the same evidence 
presented to the Grand Jury which indicted Fureolo 
was brought out in open court. 

Fureolo was cleared and exonerated in the strong¬ 
est possible way when Judge Eugene A. Hudson, in 
effect, ruled that no case had been made against Fur- 
colo and ordered that the jury return a not-guilty 
verdict. 

This does not wipe out the fact that Fureolo lived 
for about a year with a cloud over his head, his means 
of earning a livelihood sharply curtailed since he is a 
lawyer and people usually don’t hire attorneys who are 
under indictment and themselves awaiting trial. 

The Fureolo case reflected little credit on the now 
defunct Crime Commission which gathered the evi¬ 
dence on which the indictment against Fureolo was 
sought. It undoubtedly will be used as an argument 
against the creation of any future Crime Commissions. 

Whether Fureolo will return to the political wars 
as an active combatant next year is uncertain. Fureolo 
himself probably has not yet mapped any political plans. 

If he does run in 1966, the likelihood is that his 
target will be Congressman Joe Martin’s seat in Con¬ 
gress. 

There will be no opening 
for Fureolo to run either for 
Governor or U.S. Senator, and 
there is some doubt that Fur* 
colo would be interested in 
seeking the Governorship if 
there were an opportunity for 
hm to do so. 

But Fureolo, who served 
two terms in Congress, resides 
in the Martin district which a 
strong Democrat might carry. 

Martin tvho will be 82 
years old before the end of his 
present term, is not expected 
to stand for reelection. 

If he does run for another 
term, his age would be used 
as an issue against him. 

Fureolo could he a potent 
contender for Martin’s post 
whether the aging Congress¬ 
man runs again or not.

Salty Keeps 
Pols Guessing 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall 
is doing a pretty good job at 
keeping both the political 
writers and the politicians 
guessing as to his future plans. 

In one interview, Saltonstall, 
in answer to a question, indi¬ 
cated that he is proceeding on 
the assumption that he will he 
a candidate for another term 
in the U. S. Senate next year. 

But in another interview 
Saltonstall declared that he 
would not make any statement 
as to his political intentions 
until after the present session 
of Congress “because I want 
to consider my own strength » 
my wife's strength and my 
position in Massachusetts." 

Those political pundits, who 
regard Saltonstall as practi¬ 
cally an unannounced candi¬ 
date for reelection, were baf¬ 
fled by that reply. 

They can’t figure out why 
Saltonstall would make any 
reference to his strength and 
his position in Massachusetts 
if he has made up his mind 
to stand for reelection. 

Saltonstall's wife suffers 
from arthritis and reportedly 
desires to get a w a y from 
Washington. This obviously 
could affect Saltonstall's deci¬ 
sion. 

Notwithstanding SaltonstalFs 
replies to his radio interview¬ 
ers. all the evidence indicates 
that he is going ahead with 
plans to run again next year.

Turnpike Chairman 
To Oppose Collins 

Chairman John T. Driscoll 
of the Massachusetts Turnpike 
Authority apparently has de¬ 
cided to challenge Boston 
Mayor John F. Collins for the 
Democratic nomination for the 
U. S. Senate. 

Because of his legislative 
associations as well as the 
patronage he has at his com¬ 
mand as head of the Turnpike 
Authority, Driscoll would be 
a strong contender against 
Collins for the endorsement of 
a Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion. 

Most political analysts, how¬ 
ever, do not consider that Dris¬ 
coll would be a match for Col¬ 
lins in a Democratic primary 
even if Driscoll carried the 
convention endorsement. 

Driscoll’s decision to bid for 
the U. S. Senate came as a 
surprise to some observers 
who had expected that he 
might seek to succeed Collins 
as Mayor of Boston. 

Persons close to Driscoll say 
that he will not resign as 
chairman of the Turnpike 
Authority when he officially 
enters the Senate race. He un¬ 
doubtedly will he hit by de¬ 
mands that he do so. 

Driscoll served several terms 
in the House of Representa¬ 
tives and in I960 was elected 
State Treasurer. 

He was appointed head of 
the Turnpike Authority last 
year by ex-Governor Endicott 
Peabody following the death 
of the late William F. Calla¬ 
han. 

While Driscoll is a political 
friend and supporter of Sena¬ 
tor Edward M. Kennedy, who 
was responsible for his ap¬ 
pointment as the turnpike 
head, it is understood that Ted 
intends to remain neutral in 
the Senate convention fight. 

Just 10 years ago at this 
time, incidentally, Collins was 
in a hospital bed. starting his 
long, hard fight back to health 
after being stricken with polio. 

Things looked bleak for him 
then. He was running for the 
Boston City Council and had 
finished 10th in the prelimi¬ 

nary election. 

But with his wife directing 
his campaign and his friends 
rallying in his behalf, Collins 
came in fourth in the final 
election to win a Council 

seat which he held a little 
more than a year. 

Collins was the Democratic 
nominee for Attorney General 

in 1954 and lost to the late 

George Fingold after a tight 
race. It was the closest any 

Democratic candidate came to 
defeating Fingold. 

He is now regarded as an 
extremely strong contender for 
the U. S. Senate. 

Political onlookers are spec¬ 
ulating on what effect, if any, 
Driscoll’s decision to chal¬ 
lenge Collins will have on the 
plans of ex-Governor Peabody.

“There is no myster/ abo’“ 
the causes of most ho- 
fires. A carelessly discar 
cigarette is left to smolder 
an overstuffed chair, a po. 
able o i 1 heater is refilled 
while burning, electrical cir¬ 
cuits are overloaded and 
overfused, uncleaned rubbish 
becomes a breeding place for 
fire. 

“The causes of most fire 
deaths in homes is no mys¬ 
tery. They occur when the 
simple rules of safety from 
fire are violated — smpking 
in bed, leaving children alone 
in the house, neglecting to 
teach youngsters that match¬ 
es and lighters are not play¬ 
things. 

“A critical failure is being 
unprepared for fire emergen¬ 
cies in the home — no family 
planning of escape routes, no 
periodic family fire drill to 
make sure that both adults 
and children can act quickly 
and without panic. 

“Fires represent failure. 

“Fire Prevention Week is 
a time to recognize that fact, 
and to act — to remove haz¬ 
ards, to reform habits. 

“Your actions and attitude 
now can make you and your 
family safe from the tragic 
consequences of fire in the 
months ahead.’’

Waban Ionian 
Has Deaf And 
Blind Students 

L. Carol Morningstar of 83 
Larchmont Ave., Waban, is a 
member of the deaf-blind fac¬ 
ulty at Perkins School for the 
Blind in Watertown, which 
has opened for its 134th year 
with more than 300 pupils. 

They include a small group 
who are taking part in an edu¬ 
cational adventure unrivalled 
for its difficulties. These are 
35 children of the Deaf-Blind 
Department and their teach¬ 
ers. The youngsters range 
from five years in age to 22, 
and come from 19 different 
states, Singapore and Canada. 

For some of the children it 
will be a continuation of a 
journey begun years before— 
a journey marked by both 
success and failure. For oth¬ 
ers it will be the beginning of 
their release from their “si¬ 
lent night.” For all it will be 
a journey of hope and prom¬ 
ise. 

The way is terribly difficult 
for a child who can neither 
see nor hear. His world is lit¬ 
erally at an arm’s length. All 
he knows is what he can 
touch. And because he doesn’t 
see, the world he touches has 
no meaning. Because he has 
never heard speech, he has to 
be taught to speak by special 
methods. 

In the program for deaf- 
blind children at Perkins 
School, the teachers and chil¬ 
dren will be following the cen¬ 
tury old traditions establish¬ 
ed by Dr. f imuel Gridley 
Howe, Perkin’s, first director, 
who in the 1830’s personally 
taught Laura Bridgman, the 
first deaf-blind person to be 
educated.

Theodore Green Outlines 
His School Board Issues 


Theodore G. Green, who is 
seeking election to the School 
Committee from Ward 6, re¬ 
cently outlined what he con¬ 
siders some of the issues in 
the School Board contest at 
an open meeting held by the 
'Beethoven School PTA. 

Green contended that there 
has been no watchdog over 
the School Committee budget 
and that this has been a fac¬ 
tor in the steady rise of the 
city’s tax rate. 

He pointed out that the tax 
jrate increased $7 this year 
and observed that the School 
Board already is committed 
to a $500,000 boost in its bud¬ 
get next year. 

Green said this would mean 
an additional $1.50 jump in 
^he tax rate but added that 
based on past history it can 
realistically be anticipated 
that the school budget will in¬ 
crease the tax rate by $3 in 
1966. 

He emphasized that he Is 
“interested in maintaining 
the quality of education in 
Newton at a realistic price to 
the home-owner,” stressing 

# that he is not “an advocate 

* of cut-rate education in order 
to save pennies.” 

Green said that specifically 
he feels there should be a 
more careful scrutiny of the 
■chool budget. 

He asserted that as far 
back as early last year the 
school department had 15 em¬ 
ployees getting higher salar¬ 
ies than the Mayor. 

This prompted many citi¬ 
zens to voice their displeas¬ 
ure with the extremely high 
administrative salaries as 
compared with teaching sal¬ 
aries, Green stated. 

“These administrative sal¬ 
aries have continued to rise, 
and most certainly there are 
how more than 15 school de¬ 
partment officials paid more 
than the Mayor,” Green 
added. 

He expressed the belief 
that “this is a situation well 
worthy of investigation for 
protential economies.” 

“Another area concerns the 
.Junior College which recent¬ 
ly has begun to cost the city, 
through the schol department 
budget, a considerable sum,” 
Green declared. 

“Since this money is de¬ 
voted to only a few hundred 
local residents on a colleg¬ 
iate level, I wonder if this is 
not just a prestige item,” 
Green asked. 

Green said that if this is 
the case he would proposed 
Jthat the item be divorced I

A lifetime resident of the 
city, he was educated in 
the Newton public schools, 
studied business adminis¬ 
tration at Gulf Coast Col¬ 
lege, Fla., and was grad¬ 
uated from the Air Force 
Ground Com munications 
course. 

In his statement of candi¬ 
dacy, Borelli said, “While 
Newton enjoys the reputation 
of having one of the finest 
school systems in the United 
States, we must constantly 
strive to preserve this recog¬ 
nition. We are faced with 
the problem of rising enroll¬ 
ment, antiquated building and 
laboratory facilities, and lack 
of adequate classroom space. 

“One of the major prob¬ 
lems facing the School Com¬ 
mittee today is the necessity 
for the new Newton High 
School. Although we are al¬ 
ready committed to new con¬ 
struction of this facility by 
the School Committee during 
the next three to five years, 
this program should be acce¬ 
lerated because building ma¬ 
terials and labor costs in¬ 
crease at the rate of 5 per¬ 
cent each year. 

“The lack of foresight in 
the calculation of popula¬ 
tion trends and needs by 
the present School Commit¬ 
tee was clearly demonstrat¬ 
ed at Newton South High 
School. This new facility, 
which opened only four 
years ago, has been dis¬ 
covered to be no longer ade¬ 
quate to meet the needs of 
expanding student enroll¬ 
ment. The School Commit¬ 
tee is now in the process of 
building an addition to this 
facility.’' 

Continuing jhis statement, 
Mr. Borelli said that “The in¬ 
dependent authority granted 
to the Newton School Com¬ 
mittee in its charter by the 
General Court should remain 
free from the body politic and 
the direct control of the ex¬ 
ecutive branch of govern¬ 
ment, leaving the School 
Committee responsible to the 
voters, the Newton taxpayer 
and to the General Court." 

In discussing the policy 
of promoting students ac¬ 
cording to their ability, ra¬ 
ther than to grade designa¬ 
tions, he emphasized, “We 
must continue to present a 
challenge to our children. 
This challenge is to main¬ 
tain an interest in the ex¬ 
ploration of knowledge. Our 
need for knowledge can 
never be satisfied. In every 
phase of )' ucationaJ ac* 
tivity our information is in- ! 
complete and the search for 
knowledge mast continue. 
“The limit to expansion of 
research is time and money. 
For this reason the possible 
projects to be studied must 
be chosen with care, so that 
those judged to be more im¬ 
portant will be given highest 
priority. In order to allocate 
the research funds judicious¬ 
ly, it is wise to classify the 
areas of endeavor. These 
classifications must meet the 
social and economic needs of 
the community. 

“Better judgment most be 
used by the School Commit¬ 
tee in future experiments that 
use our children for educa¬ 
tional advancement," the 
candidate’s statement con¬ 
cluded.

iNewton-Wellesley To Charge 
Quarter For Hospital Parking 


Confronted by too much 
parking and too few spaces, 
Newton - Wellesley Hospital 
has announced adoption of 
attendant parking in lots in 
front of the hospital effective 
tomorrow ( Friday). 

1 Beginning on that day. a 
charge of 25 cents an auto 
will be made. The fee will help 
pay for the parking-attendant 
program. 

The decision of the hospi¬ 
tal’s Board of Trustees fol¬ 
lows a year of deliberation 
and study. It reflects a trend 
well established in Boston, 
where hospitals charge mod¬ 
est fees for parking, to as¬ 
sure adequate nearby space 
for patients and visitors. 

The move at Newton-Wel- 
lesley Hospital aims at bet¬ 
ter use of 75 parking spaces 
fronting the 260-bed hospital, 
and at accommodating more 
cars in the limited area. 

The Fitts-In Company, op¬ 
erator of hospital and com¬ 
mercial parking facilities in 
Boston, has been hired. Rep¬ 
resentatives will test whether 
a parking garage located at 
the hospital might be feasible. 

Attendants will be on duty 
during busy hours, in lots 
reached from the m? ; n drive- 
w~ , nearest Beacon St. 

In lots at the north side of 
the hospital, nearest the 
M. B. T. A., parking will re¬ 


main free. While the hospital 
will supervise those lots close¬ 
ly. no attendants will be pro¬ 
vided. 

The 25-cent fee will help 
make the parking service a 
break-even operation. A driver 
will receive a tag, be directed 
to a parking site, leave his 
keys and call for his car when 
departing from the hospital. 

Hospital Director William S. 
Brines said, “We long have 
been aware that lack of park¬ 
ing space discomforts visitors 
to the hospital, patients, vol¬ 
unteers, and personnel. This 
action seeks to ease the bur¬ 
den of people calling at the 
hospital. We believe the solu¬ 
tion is feasible and equitable, 
and the best possible without 
building expensive new park¬ 
ing areas that would have to 
be located at a distance. We 
hope townspeople will lend 
their fullest cooperation.”

Newton Sealer

J. Ellis Bowen, sealer of 
weights and measures of the 
city of Newton, will attend 
the 70th annual conference of 
the Massachusetts Weights 
and Measures Association, of 
which he is a past president, 
to be held at the Northhamp¬ 
ton Inn and Wiggins Tavern 
in Northampton Oct. 7 and 8 . 

This conference is the larg¬ 
est gathering of its kind an¬ 
nually held within the state. 
Weights and measures offi¬ 
cials meet to discuss prob¬ 
lems, which in the long run, 
effect every family in the 
Commonwealth. 

These officials are respon¬ 
sible for the testing for accu¬ 
racy, and approval thereof, of 
everything from large capa¬ 
city vehicle scales to very del¬ 
icate prescription balances, 
fuel oil truck meters and gas¬ 
oline pump meters, taxime¬ 
ters, the scales of the butcher, 
grocer and junkman; in fact 
any measuring or weighing 
device commercially used. 

Scales, meters and pumps, 
like automobiles and other 
mechanical devices, can be¬ 
come worn, or simply get out 
of adjustment normally, and 
neither the merchant nor the 
customer is aware of this oc¬ 
currence until the Sealer, 
through his regular inspection 
makes the discovery. 

The consuming public and 
all merchants are dependent 
on these officials for assur¬ 
ance of accurate quantity de¬ 
terminations. If a merchant 
unknowingly, or carelessly, 
gives long weight or measure 
he is giving away his profit, 
his livelihood, and over a pe¬ 
riod of time is inviting bank¬ 
ruptcy. To give short weight 
or measure is a two pronged 
evil. It not only cheats the 
buying public as surely as 
giving them counterfeit mon¬ 
ey in change, but provides un¬ 
fair competition by offering a 
means of underselling an hon¬ 
est competitor. It is the duty

Attorney David Yarosh, 
who is seeking election as 
Ward Alderman from Ward 8.

protection provided for the 
Ward 8 section is inadequate. 

Yarosh expressed “deep 
concern” over the number of 
| house breaks, burglaries, rob¬ 
beries, stolen cars and thefts 
from automobiles which have 
been perpetrated in Ward 8. 

He said that Ward 8 is one 
rof the largest and most heav- 
| ily populated wards in New- 
; ton and pays a substantial 
portion of the cost of running 
the city. 

But Yarosh protested that 
the police protection furnished 
for the ward is not sufficient 
to meet its needs. 

Yarosh emphasized that he 
considers the members of the 
police department are doing 
a good job. 

He complained, however, 
that the police force is under¬ 
manned and under-equipped, 
that it lacks both the neces¬ 
sary manpower and the equip¬ 
ment needed to do the job 
which should be done. 

Attorney Yarosh pointed 
out that less than 10 per 
cent of Newton’s budget is 
spent for public safety. 

“The number of crimes 
committed in Newton, the 
losses suffered when Newton 
homes are burglarized and 
looted make it abundantly 
clear that our city is not 


spending enough money for 
police protection.” Yarosh de¬ 
clared. 

Yarosh said he considered 
it “false economy to maintain j 
an under-manned and ill- 
equipped police force at a 
time when criminals are com¬ 
ing into the city to break into 
homes.” 

“This is a problem which 
must be met now. not at 
some time in the future,” 
Yarosh declared. 

“It is one of the most press¬ 
ing and critical problems con¬ 
fronting Newton household¬ 
ers.” 

Yarosh said that if he is 
elected to the Board of Aider- 
men one of his first actions 
upon taking office will be to : 
demand an expansion of the 
; city’s police force and the 
purchase of necessary equip- 
! ment to combat present-day 
crime.

Doctor Urges 
Flu Shots For 
All 45 Or Over 

All persons over 45 are 
urged to get flu shots by Dr. 
Rmil Rothstein, 42 Oldham 
road. West Newton, president 
of the Massachusetts Thor¬ 
acic Society. 

His recommendation is 
based on the many years of 
experience with the disease 
that the U. S. Public Health 
Service has had. 

Dr. Rothstein said that 
those with emphysema, 
chronic bronchitis, chronic 
asthma, bronchiestasis, pul¬ 
monary fibrosis, and tubercu¬ 
losis should make a particu¬ 
lar effort to get the protection 
given by the vaccination no 
matter what their age. These 
sufferers of bronchopulmon¬ 
ary diseases are people in 
high-risk groups who exper¬ 
ience high mortality from in¬ 
fluenza epidemic. It is rec¬ 
ommended that vaccinations 
begin early in September and 
be completed by December 1. 

The shots should be carried 
out before influenza occurs 
since there is a two-week in¬ 
terval before the vaccination 
becomes effective. Persons 
who are allergic to eggs are 
cautioned not to have the 
shots administered to them. 

Dr. Rothstein states that 
worldwide reports indicate a 
significant increase in both 
types A and B influenza this 
winter. He said that because 
of influenza’s two to three 
year cycle, increased out¬ 
breaks of the flu can be ex¬ 
pected in this part of the 
country. The last major epi¬ 
demic in the United States oc¬ 
curred in 1962 to 1963. Those 
who had the shot in 1964 need 
only a single injectiono, how¬ 
ever, those who did not should 
have two shots about two 
months apart.
